“THE eee use of the D.D.T. 
insecticide for the destruction of 
insect. pests is indicated in a com- 
yMunication from the Department of 
Local Government and Public 
Health. Dr. Ward, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister, has, with 
the co-operation of an industrial 
firm, which has been experimenting 
with D.D.T., secured for public 
health purposes the main bulk so 
far manufactured. During the war 
production was difficult, owing to 
conditions of and the 
shortage of raw material and plant. 
Supplies have not been available to 
civilians in any country outside Eire, 
with the ex ception of Italy, during 
the typhus. epidemic i in Naples. 
Typhus is raging throughout

will be made without rancour, 
and, above all, without civil 
unrest. Greece is in a like, but 
far more dangerous, position. It 
‘it well known that, while Mr. 
Winston Churchill was in power 
in Great Britain, His Majesty's 
Government in the United 
Kingdom was strongly in favour 
of the Greek King’s return to 
Athens. Now everything has 
changed. King George is not 
particularly popular in “Greece, 
It might be fairer to say that his 
supporters in Athens are intensely 
unpopular, and that, now that 
there is a Socialist Government 


‘in London, the opponents of ‘the’ 


Monarchy in. Greece will be 


to mer ye become almost 
negligible. Rightly or wrongly, 
he is regarded by the mass of hig 
own people as a puppet king; 
and, when all is said and done, it 
is they who must have the last 
word. 

Two other thronés come into 
question: one is that of the 
House of Savoy, in Italy; the 
other that of the Karageorgevitch 
dynasty, in Yugo-Slavia. King 
Victor Emmanuel never has 
abdicated. He has delegated his 
regal. powers to his son, Prince 
Umberto, whom he has desig- 
nated. as Lieutenant of the 
Realm. This. arrangement was 
acceptable to the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Allies when it was made; 
but there is nothing to prove that 
it was acceptable to the péople 
of Italy. Throughout the Fascist 
régime, after a few half-hearted 
attempts to assert himself, -the 
King ‘of Italy “collaborated” 
with Benito Mussolini. His son 
was equally complaisant. Now 
Italy is undergoing a violént re- 
action against Fascism and all its
